climates, where most other breeds would 
almoat starve. Such, at all events, are 
the distinguishing merits claimed for 
them by men of wide exrperience , and, 
supposing the claim to be valid, it will be 
understood that Ayrshire cattle have 
good digestive organs, and the beat of 
constitutions! The climate of their na- 
tive country has, no doubt, {a good deal 
to do with the matter, quite independ- 
ently of the infusion of the West High- 
land blood, and to the mixture ot breeds 
may be ascribed a good deal of tho vigor 
and energy of disposition. This mixture, 
in uny case, has resulted in a breed ot 
cattle possessing many valuable proper- 
ties, and was most fortunate in its opera- 
tion, however it may have been put in 
motion. 

“The leading distinction ofthe Ayr- 
shire cow, after all, is her uncommon 
capacity for yielding a large quantity of 
milk uf good quality. which is understood 
to be singularly well adapted for cheese- 
making, It is probable, indeed, that Ayr- 
shire cows , though scarcely more than 
half the size of Shorthorns, will decided- 
ly beat them at the milk-pail, he size 
and weight of cows is & most important 
consideration in reference to the quantity 
of milk they give, and itis interesting to 
reflect that our three smallest breeds— 
the Ayrshires, the Jerseys and the Ker- 


‘nes—are, weight of animals taken into 


account, devidedly the best milkers of 
all, under conditions equally favorable. 
Though Ayrshires do well on inferior 
land, they respond to an improved pas 
ture and a more genial climate, giving 
more and better milk, ‘The miik yield 
of some Ayrshire cows bas heen found to 
be something extraordinary—np to 1,300 
gallons within a year, which is almost at 
the rate of two gallons of milk per Ib. of 
animal. None of the larger breeds could 
approach this. 

“Tho objection to Ayrshires as a breed 
is the fact that they are interior beef 
makers, slow tu fatten. But this objec- 
tion has lost some of its force in recent 
years ; and if milking be the chief end 
and aim of a cow's existence, we must ad- 
mit that.the Ayrshires fulfil thes destiny 
ekcellently well. The offspring of Ayr- 
shire cows, when a cross is made with 
Shorthorn bulls, are usually very good 
graziers, but the cross is prejudicial to 
milk. ‘Three Ayrshires can usually be 
kept on food which would not do more 
than suffice for two ordinary Shorthorns; 
and it they are kept in milk four or five 
years, it is hardly possible to doubt that 
they will yield more profit, however in 
terior they may be to fatten at lust. All 
things considered, and milk being adinit- 
ted to be the chiet feature, the Ayrshire 
cows may, perhaps, be said to be more 
essential a “dairy breed” than any other 
in the world. Yet, after ail, their repute- 
tion suffers from the fact that beet is, 
now-a-days, such a factor in the calcula-

A Missionary Who has not Seen a Train 
For Thirty-six Years. 

The Herato was favored ‘hursday 
with a pleasant call from the Rev. Father 
Bowes, of the oblate order. The Rey. 
gentleman was many years ago a resid- 


ent of the city of Kingston, Ont. , in the 
early days of his ministry, and ‘remem- 


bers well Sir John a Macdonald asa 
slender young practitioner at the bar. 
Thirty six years ago Mr. Bowes left the 
Limestone City to become a Christian 
missionary amongst the aborigines of 
what is stilla very remote part of Ca- 
nada, even frem a Calgary standpoint, 
and he has never been at what oimy be 
called the tront during these long years, 
until he arrived in Calgary from the 
north about two weeks ago. He had not 
seen araijway,tiain during the whole 
time of his voluntary exile, At the tine

During the 36 years devoted to 
the service.of his Divine Master, Father 
Bowes hos preached the gospel at Isle 
Lacrosse , Lac la Biche; St. Albert; Lac 
Ste Anne and Edmonton, He not only 
preached the gospel to the natives but 
he taught and helped them 60 build 
schoo! houses, Ile taught school, buily| 
school houses and churches at many 
different points and finally a convent at 
Edmonton, the trifling distance of 200 
miles north of here. The lessons taught 
the Indian people by this missionary and 
others like him, have had a marked effect 
on the Indians cf the north, who are, as 
compared with the natives in this part 
of the territory, very industrious, Many 
of them own snug littie houses and baye 
well cultivated farms and numerous
